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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Claims 4-26, 28-45, and 58-60 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1-3, 27, and 46-57 are cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of records fails to disclose or render an obviousness of a shift bar 
circuit comprising: a restoration circuit connected to the state signal for restoring the state 
signal to a desired voltage level; and an encoder circuit for converting the shift level 
modulo sum signal into a binary sum output signal as cited in independent claims 4, 6, 
12-14, 28, 38, 43, and 58. The prior art of records also fails to disclose or render an 
obviousness of an 8x8 shift switch parallel multiplier circuit comprising: a plurality of 
shift switch parallel counters compressing 6 to 2, 3 to 2, 2 to 2, and 4 to 3 as cited in an 
independent claim 39. 

The closest found prior art is Hung et al. (U.S. 6,530,010). Hung et al. disclose a 
reconfigurable matrix multiplier circuit. However, Hung et al. fail to disclose either a 
shift bar circuit or the shift switch parallel counters as cited above.
